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Whose Children Live Here? 





I grew up in a Christian Reformed 
Community. The town has a church, 
a Christian grade school, and many 
businesses owned by Christians. I 
lived there for six years, and for four 
of those years went to a Christian 
high school. Thereafter I went to 
Redeemer College. During all that 
time, I did not feel I was a real 
Christian. 

You might suspect coming to 
Redeemer changed my life, but I was 
here three years before I became a true 
Christian. 

I have no one but myself to 
blame. God stationed me ina 
Christian environment and I ignored 
it. Circumstances eventually forced 
me to a real decision. What scares me 
is it need not have happened. 

In John 8 Jesus tells some Jews to 
follow Him and be made free. They 
reply, "We are descendants of 
Abraham, and we have never been in 
bondage to anyone.” Each time Jesus 
confronts them with their need for 
salvation, they piously state "We are 
children of Abraham.” 


Lloyd Rang is a senior student and president 
of the Student Senate at Redeemer College. 
He committed his life to the Lord this past 
summer. His editorial, "Whose Children Live 
Here?" originally appeared in the student 
newspaper, The Crown. 


This is where the Reformed 
community often fails. We nurture 
our children in Christian homes, send 
them to Christian grade schools, on 
to Christian high schools and then 
to Redeemer or Calvin. From here 
we send them out in Christian 
service and retire them in Christian 
retirement homes. We embrace them 
from cradle to grave in a covenant of 
grace that seems so powerful it needs 
no individual response. 

It is possible to give the proper 
answers, to say the confessions, to 
sing the hymns, to pray the prayers 
without committing to any of it. 
Proper answers can make 
whitewashed sepulchres look like 
cathedrals. The love of community, 
not the love of Christ binds such 
people together. I suspect as a result, 
there are more lip servers in our 
circles than we care to admit. 

In John 8, Christ says in verse 
37: “I know that you are Children of 
Abraham; yet you seck to kill me 
because my word finds no place in 
you." Later on he says: "You are of 


your father, the devil.” Strong 
words. Christ means although all 
Jews are children of Abraham, some 
owe allegiance to the devil since their 
hearts are slaves to sin. 

We may all be living under the 
covenant, but are we really children 
of God? Some people benefit from 
the Christian community, yet have 
their hearts outside it. 

We should reevaluate our 
approach. Rather than assume all 
who give the right answers are 
obedient Christians, challenge them. 
Youth leaders shouldn't be afraid to 
issue challenges. 

I've heard Christian young peo- 
ple say, "Christian rock is bad 
because rock music is bad," in dis- 
cussions at Young Peoples’ Society. 
These same individuals then go out 
to their cars for a smokebreak, light 
up, and show their friends their new 
(secular) tapes. This is clearly an 
example of having the words and not 
the commitment. I once heard a 
fellow from my home church brag 
how easy it was to stay unnoticed in 
church by saying the right things. 

There are no easy solutions, but 
the first step is to change our 
approach. Let’s stop assuming our 
friends are saved. When we see 
evidence of true faith lacking, let's 
deal with it. This should be a part of 
our Christian struggle. Let's reclaim 
members of the covenant from the 
devil. If we can't do that, we can’t 
possibly take on the world. a

Foundation Announces 
Leadership Scholarships 
Redeemer leadership scholarships 
worth a minimum of $5,000 each, are 
available through the Redeemer 
Foundation to one applicant from 
every secondary school in Ontario for 
one academic year.
